At least 19 employes of the 
city of Upland today have sal- 
ary increases based on meri- 
torious service. 

In aceordance with a ,new 
basie salary schedule, employes 
automatically will receive three 
‘pay increases, these based, on 
years of service. On their ‘‘an- 
niversary dates,’’ higher pay is 
automatic. 


Two additional increases may '

The fact’that 19 of the muni- 
cipal workers were given this 
financial recognition is com- 
mendable — and should be ac- 
cepted as a goal for all the 
employes. 


TODAY’S SCENE CHANGES 


Fires were burning in Upland 
yesterday. 

That is, citrus-tree fires. 

In somewhat of a _ routine 
manner, these fires occur here. 
A bulldozer is directed into the 
groves, the trees are uprooted, 
piled up and when they are dry 
enough, they are burned. 

And thus it was fires removed 
from the scene many scores of 
citrus trees. Site of yesterday's 
fires was the recently cleared 
citrus grove west of Euclid 
Ave. north of 11th St. 


Not far away, a bulldozer was 


at work — getting ready for 
more fires. 
The historic grove at the 


northeast corner of Euclid Ave. 
and Foothill Blvd. was _ being 
changed for the first time since 


1896. This is the site of the 
Stuft Shirt restaurant. Harold 
Stewart, who was born in the 


residence just west of the site, 
was on hand to see the’ first 
trees uprooted. 

This scene was an _ historic 
occasion, a further indication 
of the fairly rapid change from 
citrus to residential and busi- 
ness. 

First unit of the Stuft Shirt 
will be built on the unique set- 
ting at Euclid and Foothill, with 
the remainder of the eight-acre 
site to be used in future years 
for boulevard-hotel accom moda- 
tions. 

This is an era of change. 

One generation sets out citrus 
trees. Another generation burns 
‘em up to make room for some- 
thing else. 

Changes usually bring im- 
provements — not always. Ev- 
eryone devoted to the commun- 
ity, however, is always. con- 
cerned to see that today’s 
changes bring something  bet- 
ter, to make the community 
more enjoyable for its residents 
in the coming generations. 


IN COLLEGE HEIGHTS 


Before the proceedings are 
ended, it may be termed the 
“Battle of College Heights.”

One interpretation says it 
depends upon which part of the 
house are .the bedrooms. Of 
course,’ the’ bedrooms can be 
changed and’ maybe some 
residents will start sleeping in 
their living rooms if that would 
make any difference. 


HOW ABOUT UPLAND? 


Ontario and Chino city officials 
are working on a plan to observe 
the boundary lines of each com- 
munity. 

With each municipality ex- 
panding, the time is approach- 
ing when there would be a con- 
flict in establishing each other’s 
boundaries. So, by agreement, 
if finally approved, it will be 
known how far Ontario’s limits 
will be extended southwest and 
how far northeast Chino will ex- 
tend its boundaries. 

That is good neighborliness. 
That same spirit should prevail 
between Upland and Ontario. It 
could prevail here if Ontario had 
recognized the San Bernardino 
freeway — and its prolongation 
east as the boundary between 
the two cities, Likewise, Grove 
Ave, would have been a logical 
boundary as. between Ontario: 
and Cucamonga. In Upland that 
avenue is. recognized as ‘the 
boundary between this city and 
the community to the east of us. 
Ontario, however, has -already 
extended its boundaries east of 
Grove into; the area previously 
served by the Cucamonga fire 
district, and the ‘Cucamonga: Wa- 
ter Co.

Gain In

To All: Dates 
For Inoculation 


Although the Upland area“has 
been spared, the ‘‘polio season’’ 
has been marked by a slight in- | 
crease in the number of cases} 
in the county, according to Coun-} 
ty Health Officer Dr. Merle Co-| 
sand, who reminded residents of | 
the vaccination program availa-| 
ble this week. 

The rise in incidents of polio| 
has come mainly in the San Ber- 
nardino area, althoygh seven cas- 
es this year have been reported 
from

Dr. Cosand’s report accompa- 
nies an announcement by Dr. 
Malcolm H. Merrill, state health 
director, that the paralytic ef- 
fects of polio have been reduced 
about 85 per cent in vaccinated! 
children where enough time has | 
elapsed for the vaccine to pro- 
vide protection. 


UNDER 15 YEARS i 


Dr. Merrill reported that one- 
half of the state cases have oc-| 
curred among _ non-vaccinated 
children under 15 years of age. 

Immunization shots are avail- 
able throughout the county either 
through family physicians or 
from public health clinics. Dr. 
Cosand said. Free vaccine, as- 
signed by the Federal Govern-| 
ment, is restricted to people 
under age 20, and pregnant wom-|

The proposed $8,000,000 county 
office building for this area was 
adyanced today by the notice 
of purchase of nearly 10 acres of 
land immediately south of Up- 
land for tHe site. 

Land involved, east of Moun- 
tain Ave., just south of the San 
Bernardino freeway, was pur- 
chased for $6,000 per acre from 
John Anderson of Ontario. 

It is expected that the capital 
outlay committee of the San Ber- 
fMardino county board of super- 
visors will meet to hire the ar- 
chitect soon. Stone and Young- 
berg, financial consultants of San 
Francisco, will aid the supervis- 
ors in selling the bonds. 

Included among the offices to 
be located here will be a West 
End municipal court,  sheriff’s 
department, health department, 
and welfare, tax assessor’s, build- 
ing and planning, and veterans 
affairs offices. 

Transfer of the court to the 
West End will have to be acted 
upon by the state legislature, 
probably in January or Febru- 
ary. Appointment of the judge. 
who will be selected from this 
area, will be made by the board 
of supervisors. Mentioned as be- 
ing eligible for the appointment 
is Judge Fred Jacobs, now of 
the Upland Justice court.

Outside Sources 
-|Give Two-Thirds 
Of School Costs 


More than two thirds‘ ef the 
money required to finance ele- 
mentary schools in the Upland- 
Foothill district will come from 
sources other than local property 
taxes, an analysis of the school 
budgets reveals this week. 

The cost of supporting the Chaf- 
fey high school and college dis- 
tricts will rely more on local 
revenue with property taxpayers 
contributing about two-thirds ‘of 
the needed monies. 


1% MILLIONS. 
A sum of $1,227,389 .will be 
needed to finance elementary 


schools in the area north ‘of the 
San Bernardino freeway from 
the Los Angeles county line east 
to Etiwanda. Of this figure, only 
$529,423 will come from local 
property taxes. A larger figure— 

$582,459 — will be supplied by 
state aid, based mainly on ay- 
erage daily attendance, and oth- 
er outside sources. 


A small remainder is supplied 
by minor sources of local unse- 
cured. roll taxes, prior vear’s 
taxes, tuition transfers and 
“other income.”’ 

Chaffey high school and col- 
lege districts will have expendi- 
tures totalling $2,660,705, with 
$1,878,865 to be supplied by loeal 
taxation and $830,360 by outside 
sources. 

The larger load of local fin- 
ancing needed for the high school 
and college districts stems from 
the fact that the state supports 
a greater percentage of the stu- 


dent cost on the elementary level,’ 


and that the cost-per-student is 
greater on the two higher levels.

My favorite poet's publisher 
mailed me a copy of Chestnut 
Street, her first published con-

I used 
the salutation, ‘‘Dear Sir:’’ in 
opening my letter.

Instead of a tall, stooped, 
long-haired anemic, [ was greet- 
ed by a smiling winsome lass, a 
mother and housewife. 

It was established early in our 
first conversation that she pre- 
ferred to be called ‘‘Peggy”’ 
which made it easier all around 
The word Pegasus always gave 
me a mental image of a straw- 
berry roan bronc, replete with 
wings, power-diving through low 
hanging clouds. Thé author lack- 
ed all these descriptive attributes. 
She is a decided brunette, sans 
wings and would be entirely out 
of place in the clouds without a 
plane. 

“Chestnut Street’’ the first 
poem in the book Chestnut Street 
explains the poems to follow.

It will take $866,764 to maintain 
municipal services in Upland 
during the year, according to 
figures included in the recently 
adopted. budget. 

Of this sum, $413;391 will. be. 
paid.as wages and salaries to all 
regular and seasonal employes, 
Balance of, the total proposed ex- 
penditures is made up of ‘‘operat- 
ing expenses,’’ and capital out- 
lay. Operating expenses total 
$306,181 and capital outlay makes 
up $147,000. 

WATER DEPARTMENT . 

A budget for the water depart- 
ment calls for expenditures of 
$198,500. The other municipal 
services will cost $668,264. This 
is an increase of $132,282 over the 
budget of a year ago. The cur- 
rent tax rate of $1.28 will be 
maintained, the additional money 
coming from higher sales tax 
revenues, higher assessed valu- 
ation and other income. 

Of the $866,764 outlay, $199,066 
will come from taxes on local 
real and personal property.
